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Drunk pair 
are jailed 
for attack 


TWO men who 
battered their way 
into a Newmarket 
house and launched 
an unprovoked 
attack have been 
jailed. 

Despite subjecting their 
victim to a violent 
beating, neither Phillip 
Powell nor Kevin Bishop 
can remember why they 
became involved, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard last 
week. 

Simon Gladwell, 
prosecuting, said the 
victim had been asleep on 
a sofa because his young 
daughter was staying with 
him and he was woken by 
his dog. 

The court heard the 
victim saw a shadowy 
figure approaching the 
front door of his home in 


George Lambton Avenue 
in the early hours of May 
23 and he had heard a 
series of blows and kicks. 
He called 999 but before 
the police arrived, the 
door came open and he 
picked up a hammer to 
defend himself and his 7- 
year-old girl. 

The hearing was told 
Powell, 30, formerly of 
George Lambton Avenue 
and now living in 
Scunthorpe, used a metal 
pole to assault the victim 
while Bishop, 48, of 
Perriman Close, 

Newmarket, bit him on 
the arm and shoulder. 

The victim also suffered 
a cut to his head, a lump 
behind his ear and 
scratching to his face and 
neck. 

The court heard police 
arrived and arrested 
Powell and Bishop who 


later admitted to having 
been drunk and said they 
could remember little of 
what had taken place. 

Ian James, mitigating, 
said Powell was 
“intensely regretful” and 
had given up drinking. 

Mr James said: “He is 
absolutely bewildered as 
to how this came to 
happen.” 

Appearing for Bishop, 
Mark Brown said: “He 
accepts that what he did 
that day was utterly 
despicable. He doesn’t 
really remember what 
happened.” 

Both men admitted 
assault causing grievous 
bodily harm and were 
jailed for 20 months. 

They were also banned 
from contacting the 
victim or entering George 
Lambton Avenue for the 
next 30 months.

Fraud case 
is delayed 

A DENTIST accused of 
falsely obtaining money 
from the NHS has been 
given more time to respond 
to the allegation. 

Edmund Jaques, 64, of 
Kennett Place, Kentford, 
appeared at Ipswich Crown 
Court last month when he 
had been due to enter a 
plea to a charge of 
committing fraud by false 
representation between 
June 16, 2009 and March 
12, 2011 at Bury St 
Edmunds. 

But Judge John Devaux put 
off the hearing until 
October 26 after hearing 
the defence needed more 
time to assess more than 
5,000 pages of potential 
evidence gathered by the 
prosecution. 

No plea was indicated on 
the charge which claims 
Jaques dishonestly made 
false representation for gain 
by submitting multiple 
claim forms for patients he 
had neither seen nor 
treated, contrary to the 
2006 Fraud Act. 

Jaques was arrested in May 
last year following a police 
investigation. 

Defence barrister Ben Rich 
told the court his client 
was not able to enter a plea 
at this stage because 
evidence, including claim 
forms relating to residents 
in care homes, had not yet 
been examined. 


Family demand danger 
warnings after tragedy

THE tragic death of a teenager 
needs to serve as a warning to 
youngsters about the dangers of 
inhaling butane gas, his family 
has said. 

Newmarket mum Emma Abbott 
issued the plea after a shopkeeper was 
cleared of charges relating to the 
supply of the gas to her son, Jon Cain. 

Jon, 17, died on December 13 at 
Rose Cottage in Amwell Street, 
Hoddesden - an independent mixed 
unit that catered for young people 
leaving the care system - after 
breathing in the gas while with 
friends. 

On Tuesday, shopkeeper Ali Ozer, 
41, of Mollison Way, Edgware, north¬ 
west London, was acquitted of selling 
gas canisters to a 17-year-old - who 
cannot be named for legal reasons - 
whom he knew or had reasonable 
cause to believe to have been under 
18, knowing or having reasonable 
cause to believe that the substance 
was, or its fumes were, likely to be 
inhaled by Jon Cain and three others 
for the purpose of causing 
intoxication. 

Summing up for the defence at 
North and East Herts Magistrates’ 
Court in Hertford, Ian Godfrey said: 
“There’s not the slightest shred of 
evidence that Ozer knew about an 
extremely dangerous habit that can 
lead to serious injury or death.” 


After the trial, Jon’s mum Emma and 
aunt Carole Hand called for more to be 
done to tell young people of the 
dangers of inhaling the substance. 

Stay-at-home mum Emma, 36, of All 
Saints Road in Newmarket said: “You 
need to make people aware of what 
they’re doing and what it can do to 
them. I feel Jon’s death is a case of him 
being let down by society. 

“Everyone knows what kids do and 
what they’re like - it’s our job as 
adults to make sure that they’re at 
least aware of the dangers. Something 
needs to be put on canisters in regards 
to misuse.” 

Carole, 40, of Exning Road, 
Newmarket, added: “Butane gas is a 
substance which isn’t really part of the 


drugs scene so people don’t look at it 
in the same way and that needs to 
change. 

“There needs to be more advertising 
on television or by celebrities. Young 
people need to know that inhaling 
kills.” 

Emma said the death of her 
“talented” son, who was named after 
Jon Bon Jovi and dreamed of being a 
rock star, was a tragic case of a young 
person falling victim to peer pressure. 

She continued: “This was a one-off 
thing for him - he obviously thought 
that it was a good idea and decided to 
do it with his friends. 

“He was quite easily led and quite 
gullible, as some kids are. Jon’s heart 
was in the right place.”

THE fate of a landmark 
Newmarket fashion shop 
is hanging in the balance 
while yet another 
independent shop 
prepares to close.

available for comment. 

The menswear store is set 
to become the latest 
independent shop lost by the 
town following the closure of 
children’s shop Dribble Face 
in Old Station Road, Quattro 
Coffee in the Guineas 
shopping centre and the Sun 
Lane Craft Gallery in recent 
weeks while Julian Graves in 
High Street also stands 
empty. 

But a new business is 
coming to Newmarket with 
Kings Coffee House opening 
soon in Kingston Passage. 

Julie Eden, joint secretary 
of the Newmarket Retailers’

New plans for sports site 
met with fresh objections 



AMENDMENTS to the 
plans to put a fence 
around and improve 
sports facilities at 
Newmarket College have 
been opposed by town 
councillors. 

A planning bid to create a 
floodlit artificial pitch, new 
grass pitches, refurbish tennis 
courts into a multi-use games 
area and build new changing 
rooms on land at the college 
which is also used by the 
community was objected to by 
the town council at the start of 
the year. 

And the resubmitted plans 
were again opposed last week 
on grounds of the loss of 
community open space and 
community recreational ground 
by a majority of Newmarket 
Town Council’s development 
and planning committee. 

The amendments proposed 
include taking floodlighting out 
of the plans because of 
concerns from residents and 
the introduction of access 
restrictions to the playing fields 
from the Lady Wolverton car 
park and Adastral Close when 
the land is in use by the 
community for organised sport 
because of concerns about 
people parking in residential 
areas.

The changing rooms have 
also been redesigned and 
repositioned because of 
concerns about the loss of 
woodland. 

Mark Hatley of Wilby and 
Burnett, the agents for George 
Lambton for the Newmarket 
College playing fields 
application which is being 
brought jointly with Suffolk 
County Council, said: ‘All in all 
we have taken on board the 
feedback we have had and 
looked to address everything 
we possibly can.” 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere said, 
while she loves to see children 
playing sport, she did not think 
the space should be fenced off. 

The fenced site would be 
accessible to the community 
apart from when the school or 
community are using the 
facilities for formal recreation. 

Cllr Jacko Fanshawe said 
after the meeting: “There is not 
much community area in the 
town and that would be a loss. 

“I used to live down there 
and there were a lot of people 
that used to use that piece of 
land and if it is fenced off it’s 
not going to be what it was.” 

If the college application and 
the controversial bid to build 
things including a Sainsbury’s 


store on the George Lambton 
Playing Fields are both granted, 
the work at the college would 
be funded by the playing fields’ 
owner George Lambton to 
replace and improve on the 
facilities lost by development 
at the site. 

But the college application 
could be granted separately 
and funding could be sought 
from other quarters if the 
Sainsbury’s bid is turned 
down. 

Cllr Mick Jefferys said at the 
meeting: “What we are looking 
at here is providing improved 
facilities for sport for young 
people in this town. 

“The funding of it is a 
completely different matter and 
it’s not associated necessarily 
with any other application.” 

After the meeting, George 
Lambton said: “We think we 
have done a lot to address 
those concerns [raised about 
the college application] so I 
think it’s fair to say we are a bit 
disappointed that the town 
council didn’t look at those 
amendments in more detail.” 

The committee’s 

recommendation will be put to 
the full council later this 
month and Forest Heath 
District Council will rule on 
the applications at a later date.

Police have 
got it wrong 

A TOAL OF 1000 people fined in 
a week-long anti driver campaign 
by the Suffolk police is NOT a 
cause for celebration. The 
enforcement will have 
concentrated on fining drivers on 
the A14, A11, other dual 
carriageways and out of town A 
roads. This is certain because the 
camera van is only ever on major 
roads. Last week it was near the 
A142 junction on the A14, of 
course on the side heading for 
Cambridge with the maximum 
possible targets. This stopping 
point is nicely hidden on the 
inside of a bend, so pulling in to 
park and pulling away after 
bagging a large number of people 
means causing disruption for the 
lorries on the inside lanes - 
causing them to swerve out into 
the path of cars coming round, at 
a time where vehicles have just 
merged from the busy A142. 


On Saturday their plans for 
bagging a huge catch were foiled 
because parking in the 50mph 
section of the A11 at Mildenhall 
meant they were in the middle of 
the queue for the A11 
northwards. 

But the position does show the 
bankrupt nature of the police 
behaviour. The road has been 
extensively remodeled since the 
last fatal crashes (about 6 years 
ago now) which were caused 
NOT by speeding but by an 
elderly driver pulling out into a 
road where he couldn't see the 
oncoming traffic because of a 
misplaced road sign. 

If they were to realistically be 
improving road safety they would 
be in towns and villages - speeds 
over 70mph have been recorded 
by the council at the gates of 
Riverside middle school (in a 
30mph limit) when kids are 
crossing to get to school - and 
where there have been a very 
large number of accidents. 

They could be on the road 
outside St Mary's where kids have 


been injured from a car losing 
control and coming up the 
pavement - and lorries are 
regularly doing over 40mph from 
the industrial estate. Or perhaps in 
the town centre where shop fronts 
have been demolished when 
people have misjudged the corner 
(certainly not at 30mph). 

Children can't go on their bikes 
to school, can't cross to 
playgrounds can't safely go to 
school - and no its not just young 
drivers, many of the problems are 
from middle aged and even 
elderly. The police never do 
anything about this because it 
doesn't raise enough revenue. 

On a motorway, a dual 
carriageway, even an A road there 
are practically no pedestrians or 
cyclists. The other people you hit 
are encased in a metal box with 
air bags and crumple zones. You 
have time to view and react to the 
situations that actually occur. 

The safest roads in Europe are 
the Germans' unrestricted 
autobahns, while some of the least 
safe in the world are the 50mph 


freeways in the states. The safety 
of A roads is about the design of 
the road and the number of lorries 
on them. I also note the police are 
always catching motorists for 
doing 85 - so car drivers, they 
aren't catching lorries for 60 (or 
tailgating), the same applies to the 
cameras. 

If the police want to know why 
the general public - including me, 
a nearly-50, white, middle aged 
above-average wage-earner with a 
science degree - don't trust them 
and consider them as 
contemptible as politicians they 
need only look at their own 
actions. 

Before anyone says I am a 
speeding maniac my car is rarely 
driven above 60 out of town for 
fuel economy reasons; it is never 
above 30 in a 30 limit, frankly 
because I have better things to 
spend my money on than inflated 
fuel prices.

A VILLAGE’S first primary 
school has been officially 
opened by Bishop Jeremy 
Walsh. 

Almost 250 children dashed 
into St Christopher’s in Red 
Lodge last Friday for the first day 
of lessons at the school, which 
has replaced Tuddenham 
Primary. 

The bishop blessed St 
Christopher’s during the launch 
on Monday which brought 
students, members of the 
community, Suffolk County 
Council representatives and 
others together at Bellflower 
Crescent site. 

Headteacher Kathryn Mc- 
Murtary said two open days last 
week had drawn around 400 or 
500 people to the school which 
people including staff, governors 
and her had worked on 
throughout the summer. 

Some days, she said, 12 or 14 
hours had been spent on tasks 
including cleaning, sorting and 
making sure equipment was in 
place. 

She said: “It’s light, airy and it 
has just got that fun element to 
it. 

“The building has raised 
everyone’s enthusiasm for 
learning of whatever kind they 


are doing, whether they are 
doing the teaching or whether 
they are being taught, it has just 
raised everyone’s enthusiasm 
and morale.” 

Pupils played a part in the 
design of the school and the 
names of those involved are 
displayed on its door. Among the 
elements the students wanted to 
see that have made it into the 
school are lockers, a playhouse 
and coloured windows in the 
hall. 


Children carried lights from 
the church in Tuddenham to 
their old school during its 
closing ceremony and they were 
given glow sticks again for the 
official opening of St 
Christopher’s. 

They carried the lights 
through the school and out into 
the playground where they sang 
a last hymn, and they took the 
sticks home at the end of the 
day. 

Mrs McMurtary said: “The 


whole light of education and 
everything is with them. 

“The growth of primary 
schools in Suffolk with the 
closure of middle schools was an 
additional factor causing the 
move to happen when it did.” 

St Christopher’s replaced 
Tuddenham because the old 
school was too small and could 
not be expanded, the majority of 
pupils came from Red Lodge and 
there were not enough students 
to need two schools. 


Seatbelt flouters 
facing £60 fine 


A SEATBELT enforcement 
campaign has kicked off in 
Suffolk. 

Suffolk Police’s belt-up 
and save lives initiative will 
see officers carry out checks 
on drivers and their 
passengers across the 
county - and anyone found 
without a seatbelt will get a 
£60 fixed penalty notice. 

Among the aims of the 
campaign is to spread the 
message that wearing 
seatbelts can save lives. 

The force said there were 
four fatalities in the county 
last year where the driver or 
passenger was not wearing 
a seatbelt. 

Sgt Paul Ward of Suffolk 


Police’s casualty reduction 
team said: “We would 
remind people that even on 
the shortest trips and at low 
speeds the importance of 
seatbelts cannot be 
underestimated. Failing to 
wear a seatbelt remains one 
of the main causation 
factors of fatal and serious 
injury collisions. 

“Putting on your seatbelt 
should be part of your 
routine before even starting 
your car and it is absolutely 
necessary for those 
travelling in the front and 
rear seats to belt up and 
save lives.” 

The campaign started on 
Monday and will run until 
Sunday. 


Cracking down on yobs 


POLICE in Mildenhall have 
pledged to tackle anti-social 
behaviour in the Douglas 
Park play area in Fincham 
Road. 

And the safer 
neighbourhood team will 
continue working to address 
anti-social behaviour and 


noise connected to the night¬ 
time economy in the town 
centre. 

The priorities were 
established at meeting of the 
team on August 30, and the 
next public priority-setting 
session will be held in 
November.

DOZENS learned how to save a life as 
part of a first-aid charity's campaign.

Fury as GCSE grade 
‘goalposts moved’ 


A COUNTY councillor has 
said the credibility of the 
examination system has 
been undermined by 
“moving the goalposts” of 
GCSE grade boundaries. 

Cllr Graham Newman, cabinet 
member for education and young 
people at Suffolk County 
Council, said data from Suffolk 
schools showed individual 
schools across the county had 
seen “significant falls” in results 
depending on when the students 
were tested. 

He told the News their data 
revealed greatest inconsistency 
was the grade boundary between 
a C and a D. 

In a letter to the paper, Cllr 
Newman said the council’s 
information showed the grade a 
“significant proportion” of 
students received depended 
more on their exam board and

when they were examined than 
the calibre of their work, adding 
the issue was about the change 
made to grade boundaries rather 
than the quality of marking. 

He wrote: “A major concern 
expressed to us by all of the 
schools and parents is the impact 
of these inconsistencies on the 
young people of Suffolk. We 
have had many examples of 
students who were expected to 
get C grades who are now unable 
to access the next stage of their 
education or training or are 
having difficulties securing 
offers of employment. 

“From the evidence we have, it 
seems clear that the goalposts 
have been moved without 
warning and this has 
undermined the credibility of the 
entire examination system with 


students, employers, parents, 
schools and further education 
institutions. It is unprecedented 
for the grade boundaries to have 
been changed so significantly 
mid year without any prior 
notification to students or their 
teachers. 

“If there is a perceived need to 
raise the standard of a GCSE 
pass, surely this needs to be 
done more consistently across 
the various examination boards, 
and in the full knowledge of 
students and teachers at the start 
of the course.” 

A row over the grading of 
GCSEs erupted after the 
publication of this summer’s 
results with many believing 
grade boundaries for the English 
GCSE had been changed between 
January and the summer.

Girl afraid 
of dogs 
after bite 

A DOG owner has been ordered 
to pay £200 compensation and 
muzzle his pet after it bit a 2- 
year-old girl outside a pub. 

Vaughan Allanson, 56, of 
Reach Road, Burwell, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court to a charge 
that his dog was out of control 
in a public place. 

The attack happened on June 
1, outside the Five Miles From 
Anywhere pub in Upware, 
where Allanson and his wife 
were eating lunch, the court 
heard. 

The dog, a black Labrador 
cross named Lulu, was tied to 
railings outside with another 
dog when the child stumbled 
into its path and it bit her on 
her right thigh, magistrates 
were told. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, said 
the child had suffered psycho¬ 
logically since the attack, and 
was now afraid of dogs. 

Tahir Mahmood, in 
mitigation, said the dog had 
never bitten anyone before and 
the family were shocked by the 
incident. 

Despite calls from the child’s 
mother for the dog to be put 
down, magistrates decided to 
impose an order that the animal 
must wear a muzzle, and must 
be kept on a lead, in public. 

Allanson was also ordered to 
pay £70 in costs.

Taxi fares across the 


district to rise 


TAXI fares are to increase 
across the district this year 
- but at a rate lower than 
inflation. 

Hackney carriage drivers’ 
request for a 2 per cent increase 
on the running mile across all 
tariffs was approved by Forest 
Heath District Council’s 
licensing committee on 
Monday. 

A council report said the 
proposed tariff would mean an 
increase of more like 5 per cent 
for journeys of one mile and the 
tariff for rides around 


Christmas and New Year had 
been reduced from what was 
proposed to align it with rates 
in the region. 

The increase will come into 
effect at the end of November at 
the earliest. 

Andy Moules, chairman of M 
& L Taxis and Couriers, said in 
a letter to Sheila Gowans of 
Forest Heath District Council’s 
licensing department the rise 
was less than inflation and it 
would not greatly increase the 
cost for passengers. 

He said: “After consulting 



with the Newmarket Taxi 
association, Phoenix Taxis and 
members of M & L Taxis we 
would like to propose the 
following tariff increase for 
2012 - 2 per cent to be added to 
the running mile on all tariffs, 
this increase is below inflation 
but will be a sufficient increase 
for the trade this year and will 
only make a slight increase to 
taxi fares to the general public.” 

Taxi fares last increased in 
December by just over 5 per 
cent following an annual 
review of tariffs.

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Golden wonder Jonnie 
has always been a star

Jonnie Peacock’s debut at the Paralympic Games in front of the 80,000 capacity crowd in 
London saw him collect the 100m gold medal in a record time - despite running even faster 
in training! The blade runner’s mum Linda nearly lost him to meningitis when he was just 5. 
She shares their amazing story in this interview by LOUISE MARTIN. 


I T’S not every day 
your son is on the 
front page of the 
Radio Times, gracing 
local and national 
newspapers and 
starring in Channel 4 
advertisements. But 
since athlete Jonnie 
Peacock got the call 
telling him he had 
been selected for the 
Team GB squad at 
this year’s 
Paralympic Games, 
seeing her sprinter 
son in the spotlight 
is something Linda 
Roberts is starting to 
get used to. 

“I came into work this 
morning and colleagues 
have left newspapers on 
my desk where they’ve 
seen Jonnie and I might 
not have seen it,” laughs 
Linda, 46. “My mum’s 
texting me ‘he’s on the 
front page of the Radio 
Times’ and friends are 
seeing him on TV. I’m 


having conversations I 
never thought I would 
have.” 

When the 19-year-old 
sprinter from 
Doddington lined up for 
the T44 100m race in 
London last week, it was 
as the fastest amputee 
sprinter ever. 

The determined 
athlete clocked a record- 
breaking 10.85 seconds 
at the US Paralympic 
Track & Field in June, 
making him the man to 
beat in the battle of the 
blade runners. 

And Jonnie’s 
Paralympics debut saw 
him storm to a record 
time of 10.90sec in the 
Olympic Stadium to win 
gold with his hero and 
rival, South Africa’s 
Oscar Pistorius, in 
fourth place. 

Watching Jonnie was 
his supremely 
supportive mum, who 
has every right to be 
proud of her talented 
son as, when he was 
struck down with 


meningitis aged five, she 
very nearly lost him. 

In October 1998, 
Jonnie’s three older 
sisters Bethany, Rebekah 
and Hannah had been 
poorly with a nasty vims 
and, when the only boy 
in the family began 
running a temperature, 
Linda instantly thought 
he too had picked up the 
same bug. “It was 
Sunday morning and 
Jonnie had actually been 
naughty the day before. . 
.” remembers Linda. 
“Jonnie was a bit of a 
naughty little boy, I have 
to be honest, and he’d 
actually kicked his 
sister, so I’d put him in 
his room and told him 
until he said sorry he 
was going to stay there.” 

After 20 minutes, 
Linda went to check on 
her son and found him 
sound asleep in bed. “I 
thought he must just be 
tired but he had a bit of 
a temperature and I just 
thought he was coming 
down with it as well.” 


By the Saturday 
evening, Jonnie’s 
temperature was very 
high and Linda put up a 
bed in his room so she 
could keep an eye on 
him throughout the 
night. When his 
condition deteriorated, 
she decided to call the 
doctor. “I had the doctor 
on the phone several 
times and I said ‘it’s 
okay, I’ve got four kids, 
I’ve done this 100 times’, 
but something just didn’t 
sit right.” Certain that 
something was seriously 
wrong, at around 7.30am 
on the Sunday morning, 
Linda left Jonnie for a 
matter of minutes to go 
back downstairs and 
ring the doctor again. 
When she returned he 
was delirious and 
covered in a bright red 
rash. “He was just 
covered,” remembers 
Linda. “It was like this 
rash had just exploded 
all over him; that was 
the scariest thing to see.” 

Painfully aware the 
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8-page souvenir 
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rash could be a sign of 
meningitis, the terrified 
mum wrapped her son 
in his duvet, bundled 
him in the car and 
rushed to 

Addenbrooke’s. “We 
literally parked where 
the ambulances go and 
he was scooped up and 
rushed in, and before I 
could blink there were 
six people working on 
him. One lady asked me 
if I was okay and I just 
said ‘meningitis’ and 
she nodded.” 

Caused by either a 
viral or bacterial 
infection, meningitis is 
an inflammation of the 
meninges, the 
protective membranes 
which surround the 
brain and spinal 
column. It affects 
around 2,400 people in 
the UK each year - and 
kills 300. 

Told Jonnie was 
critical, and needed to 
go into an induced 
coma to give his body 
every chance of fighting 
the disease, Linda, 
Jonnie’s dad and the 
rest of the family were 
advised to say their 
goodbyes. “I couldn’t 
say goodbye, I just 
couldn’t let him go,” she 
says. “I just refused to 
believe I wouldn’t have 
him. 

“They were putting 
needles and lines in 
him all over the place 
and he was really 
drowsy, but at one point 
he did say ‘ow’ and I 
said to him ‘that’s it 
darling, you stop them, 
you fight them. I love 
you’. And that was the 
last thing I said to him 
before they put him 
under, not knowing if I 
was ever going to speak 
to him again.” 

Linda was told the 
next 48 hours were 
critical; on his fourth 
day in hospital, she got 
the news she had been 
praying for: Jonnie was 
going to make it - but 
he might have suffered 
mental and physical 
damage.” 

“I didn’t know who I 
was going to get back,” 
explains Linda. “When 
he came out of the coma 
I was talking to him and 
telling him I loved him 
and he just went ‘I love 
you too’. I was so 
pleased but I still didn’t 
know personality-wise 
how he was going to be. 
There was a male nurse 
in the Intensive Care 
Unit who was waking 
around whistling and 
Jonnie, who could 
hardly speak, just went 
‘shut up’. I was so 
pleased; whatever he 
was going to look like, 
this was still my cheeky 
little boy.” 

Although Jonnie’s 
brain had escaped the 
disease unscathed, his 
body had not, and there 
was a dramatic loss of 
blood pressure in his 
right leg. Despite many

attempts to save it, 
surgeons said it would 
have to be amputated. 

“That was the very 
worst part of all,” 
admits Linda. “When he 
went for his operation I 
was warned he would 
need to take it out on 
somebody, and I was a 
safe place to do that. As 
soon as he came round 
he was screaming and 
he sat up in bed and 
looked at his leg. It was 
really, really awful and 
he just looked at me and 
said ‘you gave me the 
wrong medicine’.” 

Despite Jonnie’s 
initial shock, he was 
soon showing his 
determined nature and 
started to get well. By 
Christmas, a little more 
than two months after 
contracting meningitis, 
Jonnie was back home 
with his family and, 
when he was strong 
enough, experts fitted 
his first prosthetic. “The 
minute he got the leg he 
was on it, he wanted to 
do everything,” says 
Linda. “He learnt to ride 
his bike again, it took 
him no time. Seeing 
him walk again was just 
something else and on 
his first school sports 
day there wasn’t a dry 
eye.” 

Although Jonnie was 
regaining some 
normality due to his 
new leg, Linda admits 
that mentally it has 
been a tougher journey. 
“My son had a physical 
disability, but it was the 
social side around that 
which was the bigger 
impact than losing a leg. 
We always had a culture 
where Jonnie and his 
sisters could have 
friends over for tea and 
they would go to theirs, 
and it did change after 
Jonnie was ill. I don’t 
blame anybody for not 
having him over, it’s 
scary - people were 
worried he was going to 
hurt himself or there 
would be a problem - 
but I think it was more 
hurtful they didn’t come 
to us either.” 

Growing up, Linda 
explains that Jonnie 
suffered phantom pains 
and nightmares and has 
had four further 
amputations since his 
first operation as his 
bones have grown. 

After each operation, 
he has had to wait for 


the swelling to go down 
before a new prosthetic 
could be fitted, but 
Linda says it wasn’t the 
operations that have 
bothered him - it was 
missing out on playing 
with his mates while 
he waited for a new 
leg. 

“For Jonnie, it’s 
always been more 
painful for him not to 
be able to join in than to 
put an artificial leg on 
to the end of a raw 
stump. He would 
literally have a raw leg 
and there would be 
people outside playing 
football, and he would 
put on his leg and go 
out to play.” 

A year after her son 
contracted meningitis, 
Linda, who was a single 
mum at the time, 
realised she needed 
something to focus on 
other than Jonnie and 
her daughters, and 
became a volunteer for 
the Papworth Trust. “I 
realised I wasn’t coping 
as well as I’d hoped and 
I was in danger of losing 
it a little,” she admits. 
Linda has now been 
with the charity for 11 
years and oversees the 
young people’s services. 
“It has been my lifeline 
in so many ways; I don’t 
know where I would 
have been now if I 
hadn’t come here.” 

Just as Linda needed a 
focus, so did Jonnie, 
and for him it’s always 
been sport. Growing up, 
he played football and 
rugby but, aged 15, he 
got involved in UK 
Athletics. Attending a 
talent identification day 
in London was, says 
Linda, a hugely 
significant moment. “He 
had to walk from one 
side of the sports hall to 
another where all these 
other amputees were. I 
watched my boy 
walking across unsure 
and, as he saw the 
group he was headed 
for, his whole body 
changed and his head 
was up. 

“He was 15 and on 
the cusp of a really 
difficult time in his life, 
and I’m convinced 
being a part of UK 
Athletics, and meeting 
fellow amputees, really 
helped him to accept 
everything. It was an 
opportunity for him to 
find where he belongs, 
and that was provided 
by sport. That was 
provided by UK 
Athletics and now that’s 
provided by 
Paralympics GB.” 

Linda is, quite rightly, 
immensely proud of her 
son and she just wants 
him to do his best. 

“Every time I watch 
him run I see that little 
boy who was so ill and 
shouldn’t be here. I’m so 
desperate for him to be 
proud of himself.”

FLYING Squad hard man Jack Regan 
returns to the big screen with some 
old-fashioned brutality in Nick Love’s 
revamp of the classic 1970s TV series. 

In the same way that the daredevil 
antics of Riggs and Murtaugh in Lethal 
Weapon put a fictional gloss on life on 
the streets for the LAPD, The Sweeney 
is completely divorced from the reality 
of modern policing in London. 

Car chases career through the 
shimmering glass and metal 
structures of Canary Wharf at dizzying 
speed to the pounding beat of Lome 
Balfe’s score and a shoot-out in 
Trafalgar Square leaves ancient 
monuments riddled with bullet holes. 

Love’s script, co-written by John 
Hodge, follows Dl Regan (Ray 
Winstone) and sidekick George Carter 
(Ben Drew) as they hunt a gang of wily 
European thieves led by slippery 
Francis Allen (Paul Anderson). 

Unfortunately, the team cannot find 



sufficient evidence to charge Allen and 
they are forced to let him go after 
hours of intense questioning. 

Tensions within the department 
explode when internal affairs officer 
Ivan Lewis (Steve Mackintosh) 


embarks on a personal crusade to 
bring down Regan, who just happens 
to be bedding Lewis’ wife Nancy 
(Hayley Atwell). 

Section chief Frank Haskins 
(Damian Lewis) protects his boys and 


girl in the Flying Squad as much as he 
can, but internal affairs clearly has a 
vendetta and will stop at nothing until 
the team is disbanded and Regan 
languishes behind bars. 

Filmed on location in London, The 
Sweeney embraces every cliche 
imaginable as Regan propels his 
department to the brink of self- 
destruction. 

Car chases are well choreographed 
and Winstone plays the daddy of the 
department with tightly coiled 
intensity. 

The romantic subplot with Atwell 
defies credulity - Winstone looks like 
he would rather chew off her face than 
kiss it - and their bedroom scene 
inspires unintentional snorts of 
derision. 

By contrast, Drew (aka rapper Plan 
B) underplays his role but still gets 
involved in the bruising fisticuffs and a 
climactic showdown that pokes fun at 
the British love affair with caravan and 
trailer parks.

New looks that are worth trying out

W ITH a wide choice of 
spring bulbs now 
available in garden 
centres and from bulb 
specialists, it’s difficult to know 
which varieties to choose and is 
often tempting to stay with old 
favourites. 

But there is a flurry of new bulbs 
worth trying, according to a trial of 
daffodils and tulips by Which? 
Gardening , the Consumers’Association 
magazine, which also suggests that new 
varieties produce better results than 
some of the older types. 

Trialists found that the new bulbs had 
a more regular height and consistent 
flowering time, giving an overall better 
display than the older ones. 

Last autumn, trialists tested 53 new 
types of spring-flowering daffodils and 
tulips, growing them alongside five 
well-established varieties to use as a 
comparison. The bulbs were planted in 



early November, the narcissus twice 
their own depth and tulips three times 
their depth. 

The bulbs had to withstand baking 
sun, high winds and torrential rain in 
spring. 

Among the recommended daffodils 
were Narcissus ‘Lieke’ (Walkers Bulbs), 
which was the longest-lasting bloom, 
whose dainty flowers have a green eye 
and delicious scent. It bloomed for 45 
days, producing three stems from each 
bulb and three flowers on each stem 



from April to May, the 45cm stems 
staying upright despite heavy 
downpours. 

Other daffodil winners included the 
dwarf ‘Sweet Love’ (Peter Nyssen; 
Unwins), which produced the best scent, 
while the small, nodding, cream flowers 
with a yellow centre shed the rain with 
ease, and ‘Swoop’ (De Jaeger), another 
pint-sized type which produced the most 
flowers of all the varieties. From 23 
bulbs, more than 80 stems were 
produced, with swept-back yellow petals 


and nodding heads, perfect for 
naturalising around trees and 
woodland. 

Many of the new tulips trialled also 
gave an excellent display, including 
Tulipa ‘Dior’ (HW Hyde & Son), which 
began to flower early, in April, 
producing several large double flowers 
in a luxurious shade of pink at the top of 
each stem. 

If you're looking for unusual, the tulip 
‘Green Star’ (Sarah Raven) may suit 
you, with its slender, elegant green 


flowers with cream tips held on long 
straight stems, daring enough to catch 
the eye but without jarring. They were 
grown in pots with other tulips and 
found to be great companions for pinks, 
whites, purples and striped varieties, 
flowering in May and reaching a height 
of 45cm. 

Other stars of the show included T. 
‘Black Jack’ (Peter Nyssen), one of the 
darkest varieties with blooms with a 
velvety sheen which flowered earlier 
than old favourite ‘Queen of Night’ and 
persisted for five weeks. They have long 
straight stems which would be good for 
cutting and combine well with white and 
pink tulips. 

Those who want their tulips to 
withstand pounding rain should plump 
for T. ‘La Belle Epoque’, whose fully 
double apricot flowers, reminiscent of a 
peony, continued flowering through the 
rain. 

The best new parrot tulip was ‘Irene 
Parrot’ (Peter Nyssen), bred from the 
popular ‘Prinses Irene’ and has mid¬ 
sized orange flowers that are frilled, cut 
and flamed to give an exotic look. 

Unlike other parrot tulips, it didn’t flop 
under the weight of heavy rain during 
the trial and continued to flower for 31 
days. 

Stocks of new varieties of bulb can be 
limited so order them now.

Have oil giants been 
busy profiteering?

DRIVERS across the country 
have finally been given a 
cause for optimism following 
the announcement that the 
Office of Fair Trading (OFT) 
has launched a review into 
whether reductions in the 
price of crude oil are being 
passed on to motorists. 

Although much of the conster¬ 
nation over fuel prices has 
centred on the Government’s 
taxation policy, the other strand 
of the arguments concerning 
inflated prices has centred on the 
perceived lack of parity between 
the price of crude oil and the 
price at the pumps. 

The watchdog called for 
information from the industry, 
motoring groups and consumer 
bodies amid concerns over the 
prices charged for petrol and 
diesel at the pumps. 

AA president Edmund King 


strongly welcomed the OFT’s 
decision to investigate fuel 
pricing and said the move was 
“overdue”. 

The OFT said it will be 
gathering information over the 
next six weeks, and plans to 
publish its findings in January. 

The UK retail road fuels sector 
is estimated to be worth around 
£32 billion, the OFT said. Petrol 
prices rose by 38 per cent 
between June 2007 and June 
2012, while diesel prices went up 
by 43 per cent over the same 
period. 

The OFT said it will explore a 
number of claims about how the 
road fuels sector is functioning, 
including whether supermarkets 
and major oil companies are 
making it more difficult for 
independent retailers to compete. 

The review will also consider 
whether there is a lack of 
competition between fuel retailers 


in some remote communities. 

RAC Foundation director 
Professor Stephen Glaister says: 
“We have always argued for 
pricing transparency and this 
review promises to provide it. 
There has long been a suspicion 
amongst drivers that pump prices 
are much quicker to rise than fall. 
Now at last we should get a 
definitive answer on how the 
market works. 

“We also welcome scrutiny of 
what the rapid decline in the 
number of petrol stations has 
meant for fuel supply and price. 
In 1990 there were some 18,000 
forecourts. Now there are fewer 
than 9,000.” 

If the OFT’s report finds that 
the motorist is being treated 
unfairly, it will have the authority 
to intervene to ensure adequate 
competition, although how this 
will manifest itself against the 
might of the big supermarkets and 
fuel stations remains to be seen.

However, the finishing times reflected 
the stamina sapping heat although 
Denys Olefir led the contingent home 
in 1 hr 27min for 34th place. He was

Gynn 2:24 (499th) and Ian Woodroffe 
2:31 (520th).

RAIDERS from HQ are lining up to prevent 
Camelot from winning the Ladbrokes St Leger on 
Saturday to become the first horse since Nijinsky in 
1969 to complete the English Triple Crown. 

Aidan O'Brien's 2000 Guineas and Derby winner - 
also the winner of the Irish Derby - is already a 
long odds-on favourite and will face a maximum of 
10 opponents in the world's oldest Classic. 

John Gosden has entered three - Thought Worthy, 
the winner of the Great Voltigeur at York, 
Michelangelo and the likely pacemaker Dartford. 
Guarantee is a fascinating contender for William 
Haggas following his runaway victory in the 
Melrose Stakes at York. 

Harry Herbert, racing manager for owners 
Highclere Thoroughbred Racing, said: "William 
reports Guarantee to be in great form. His latest 
piece of work was on Friday and he worked well.

"Since York, he has been eating up, bucking and 
kicking. It is encouraging to know that the horse is 
clearly thriving and, hopefully, he is still 
improving too.

Leger, but this will be his last race of the season and 
we have nothing to lose. 

"Fingers crossed, we will get there in one piece and 
hopefully we can spoil the party! We have seen 
upsets in the St Leger, including Shergar, but for us 


it is just so exciting to just have a contender." 

Sir Henry Cecil's Thomas Chippendale was fifth in 
the Great Voltigeur and Barry Simpson, racing 
manager for owner Sir Robert Ogden, said: "He 
has been working well since he ran at York. 

"From our point of view, the Great Voltigeur was a 
bit of a wasted race as there was no pace and the 
time was very slow. 

"I am not suggesting he would have won, but I 
think you can put a line through the race as a Leger 
trial for our horse - it certainly didn't suit us and 
maybe one or two of the other runners as well."

ED DUNLOP was left hailing the 
greatest triumph of his training 
career after Snow Fairy stole the 
show with an awesome 
performance in Saturday’s Red 
Mills Irish Champion Stakes at 
Leopardstown. 

The incredible five-year-old had 
already plundered six Group One 
prizes in five different countries 
and made a superb seasonal return 
in the Prix Jean Romanet at 
Deauville. 

Despite her achievements, Snow 
Fairy headed to Dublin as a slight 
underdog as she was pitched back 
in against the boys, namely top- 
class colts Nathaniel and St 
Nicholas Abbey. 

And while Nathaniel did his best 
to grind out victory, he had no 
answer when Snow Fairy’s superior 
turn of speed came into play and 
she came home a length and a 
quarter to the good. 

Dettori, winning his fifth Irish 
Champion and taking over in the 
saddle from the injured Ryan 
Moore, said: ‘All the credit goes to 
Ed and the team for bringing her 
back after her serious injury, this 
race has been won by some great 
champions and she is one of them.” 

Dunlop said: “Fve lost my voice. 
I’m relieved for the horse more 
than anything. This filly is simply 
unbelievable. 

“No disrespect to the others, but I 
think this is the best - to beat some 
of the best colts around and to 
break the track record, coming back 
from a major tendon injury, it 


doesn’t get better than this.” On 
future plans, Dunlop said: “We’ve 
always said this year we will take 
each race at a time after the injury 
she has had. 

“She seems fine after the race, 
she’s in the Arc, she’s in the 
Champion Stakes - obviously 
Frankel is in that and that is a 
different level entirely. 

“We’ll see. I’ve said before I’d like 
to go to the Breeders’ Cup, she 
hasn’t done that and I’d love to take 
her to America and maybe win in a 
sixth country.” 

The feature event on British soil 
was the Betfred Sprint Cup at 
Haydock, which went the way of 
James Fanshawe’s Society Rock. 

Last year’s Golden Jubilee Stakes 
winner had mined his chance of a 
repeat victory at Royal Ascot with a 
tardy start and subsequently 
showed up well in the July Cup. 

He was 10-1 to get back on the 
winning trail and he got the job 
done under an excellent Kieren 
Fallon ride, with Gordon Lord 
Byron and Bated Breath filling the 
places. 

Favourite Ortensia failed to 
repeat her Nunthorpe heroics and 
finished well beaten, but it was 
subsequently revealed she had 
suffered injury. 

Fanshawe said: “I just felt he was 
a very underrated horse. We’ve 
been really working on him in the 
stalls since the July Cup and it’s 
paid off today. I’m looking forward 
to the QIPCO Champions Sprint at 
Ascot in October.”
